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DETAILED ACTION 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Double Patenting 

Claims 1-16 stand provisionally rejected on the ground of nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1, 15-31 of 
copending Application No. 1 1/629,351 . Although the conflicting claims are not identical, 
they are not patentably distinct from each other because of reasons of record. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 
conflicting claims have not in fact been patented. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claims 1-3, 8, 9, 12-15 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Schlager of record for reasons of record. 

As stated in the prior Office action, the Schlager patent is capable of functioning 
as recited in the claims. Indeed the patent teaches the control of the current to obtain 
the desired degree of disinfection (section [0057]). 
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Accordingly, the claims would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in 
the art at the time the invention was made to modify Schlager by the teachings 
contained therein. 

One having ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated to do this 
modification, because the Schlager reference teaches the modification to control the 
current based upon the desired degree of disinfection and varying microbial loads (see 
sections [0124] and [0125]). 

Claims 4-7 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Schlager as applied to claims above, and further in view of Hayes of record for reasons 
of record. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 6/15/10 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicants argue that the Schlager patent does not disclose or suggest the 
control circuit is 'configured to' (i.e., programmed to) accomplish the claimed function. 

The "programmed" control circuit of Schlager would accomplish the claimed 
function, because the patent teaches the selection of "the smallest current level" in 
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conjunction with the treatment time employed (section [0057]). It is unclear what 
structure the claimed control circuit configured to perform the function of the instant 
application is different from that disclosed in the prior art. Indeed figure 5 of Schlager 
discloses an algorithm which is capable of producing the claimed function. 

Accordingly, the claims stand rejected.
